Response to Amendment

claims 22-23 (see the amendment: pages 2-8). 

The examiner withdrew the previous claim rejection under 35 USC 103, because the 
applicant amended all independent claims and provided corresponding argument(s), which 
overcame the prior art rejection and brought considerable reason for allowance (see below).
